Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner spoke with applicant's attorney regarding the office action 
dated 4-2-2007. Specifically the rejection of claim 1 was discussed with emphasis on examiner's interpretation of the 
claim. Discussion followed regarding possible amended claim language that could overcome the Morikawa reference. 
Specifically language positively reciting the intermixing of the items from the 2 initial sorting regions into an additional 
region or a unified sorted set was discussed. Applicant's attorney may submit proposed claim language for review 
prior to submission of an RCE.
